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Drowning victim’s family hopes recommendations heeded

The family of eight-year- 
old Jordan Neave hopes 
swimming pool operators 
everywhere will heed 
recently-released recom¬ 
mendations coming out of a 
fatality inquiry into the boy’s 
drowning death at the Olds 
Aquatic Centre in 2000. 

"1 don’t want to see other 
families go through this,” 
said Jordan’s mother 
Jeannette. “It’s not just for 
my son’s death that 1 want to 
see these changes. I want 
everybody to feel more 
secure and safer when they 
go to pools. 

“How do you get over this? 
1 still cry at work. 1 still cry 
everywhen' I go. 1 still have 
issues. I’m not the same per¬ 
son I used to be.” 

Bruce Halliday, the Neave 
family lawyer, added: “They 
(family) don’t want Jordan 
to have died in vain. They 
don’t want this to be shuf¬ 
fled under the carpet. 1 sup¬ 
pose they want a pointy 
stick to be pushed into the 


lie swim on May 20, 2000. 
Despite the efforts of life¬ 
guard stafTand EMS person¬ 
nel Neave could not be 
revived. 

Tlie fatality inquiry into his 
death was held in Didsbury 
provincial court in February 
and September 2008. The 
inquiry could not assign 
blame hut could make rec¬ 
ommendations to avoid sim¬ 
ilar deaths. 

In his final report to the 
Minister of Justice released 
Thursday, Judge Bruce 
Millar found that the one 
lifeguard on active duty at 
the time of Neave’s drown¬ 
ing had ;ui “impossible task” 
in patrolling the entire pool 
area 

“Clearly, one lifeguard on 
duty at the time of Jordan’s 
death was insufficient to 
adt'quately scan this facility 
with its multiplicity of uses 
and a family swim,” said 
Millar. “She could not have 
seen all scanning zones from 
iill positions around the 
facility, given what ameni¬ 
ties were in ust 1 and the 
nature of the use ie: family

Due to dry conditions 
and high fire hazard levels, 
the Town of Didsbury has 
issued a fire ban for the 
entire town and the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

Effective May (i until fur¬ 
ther notice, no fires will be 
allowed within Didsbury 
and all outdoor fires 
presently burning must be 
extinguished. The lighting 
of an outdoor fire, includ¬ 
ing fireworks and burning 
barrels, is also no longer 
permitted. 

The only exceptions to 
this ban are internal house¬ 
hold fireplaces and fires 
contained in cooking and 
heating appliances fuelled 
by fluids or gases, such as 
barbecues. 

If the town receives more 
rain, the ban could be lift¬ 
ed, this but that does not 
appear likely to happen 
anytime soon, indicated 
Didsbury fire chief Kic k 
Mousseau. 

“It depends on what the 
weather does," he said. 
“With conditions the way 
they are, (the ban) is a 
good idea."

With the federal Liberals and 
Conservatives back at each other’s 
throats after a period of relative calm 
over the past few months, talk of a fed- 

oral election has again spirted to heat 
up. 

And one of the key issues in that 
election, whether it’s held sooner or later, must lx> the state 
of die nation's Employment Insurance (El) system. 

Hot on the heels of his party’s amuial convention Liberal 
leader Michael Ignat ieff called on the Harper government to 
allow im independent review of the El system, a review he 
says should look at access, benefit levels, maternity leave, 
fairness across regions, and the status of the self-employed. 

He says Canadians most hurt by this recession (357,000 
job loses and counting) cannot wait any longer for the assis¬ 
tance they have paid into throughout their working lives. 

Yet judging from the I Time Minister Stephen Harper’s 
reaction to the call for a review, the government appears to 
be anything but keen on seeing scrutiny of the fund that has 
essentially become a multi-billion dollar piggy bank for the 
party in power. 

Instead of responding to the call for a review, the Prime 
Minister changed the subject to carbon taxes. A quick polit¬ 
ical move, Mr. Harper, but less than helpful to the growing 
ranks of the unemployed. 

When the Liberals were in power, the Conservatives time 
and again called for El review. Now that the shoe is on the 
other foot, the Conservatives are suddenly reluctant to open 
up the El system to independent review? 

In these trying economic tunes, Albertans and their fellow 
Canadians need an unemployment system that works quick¬ 
ly and fairly. 

Whether it helps people who have already lieen laid off or 
people who will be lasing their jobs in the days and months 
to come, El is a vital social support system. 

And if an independent review is what is needed to make 
sure the system works as it should, then so be it. 

Central Alberta Conservative MI As have recently been 
touting such things as the government’s judicial reforms and 
emergency preparedness. Important issues certainly, but no 
more important than much-need reforms of the El system. 

With almost every working Albertan contributing hand¬ 
somely to the El system every month, any review that may 
lead to improvements would be welcome.

Young western Canadians want electoral reform

popular with the young western 
Canadians who answered our call. 

Interestingly, the winners of both 
contests - University of British 
Columbia history student Brian 
Baker, and Simon Fraser University 
public administration student 
Matthew Sharp - study in British 
Columbia. In May, British 
Columbians will be voting in their 
second referendum on whether to 
adopt a single transferable vote sys¬ 
tem of preferential balloting - a form 
of proportional representation - for 
provincial elections. 

These students may have some 
advice to offer their fellow citizens. 
Baker argues that Canada's existing 
first-past-the-post electoral system 
devalues diversity. He feels our win- 
ner-take-all system mutes the voices 
of minorities in the democratic 
process. 

Luke Freeman of SFU agrees and 
points to proportional representa¬ 
tion systems in countries such as 
New Zealand and Germany, which 
ensure higher voter turnout and bet¬ 
ter representation of minorities. 

Sharp advocates a mix of our exist¬ 
ing electoral system with elements 
of proportional representation. 

Our reluctance to modernize our 
electoral system has, in his view, led 
to declining voter turnout and the 
political marginalization of numer¬ 
ous groups. 

To address this, and to safeguard 
the tradition of strong government in 
Canada (a criticism raised by oppo¬ 
nents of proportional representa¬ 
tion), he advocates introducing an 
element of proportional representa¬ 
tion into the way we elect our 


Members of Parliament. 

But not all of the writers we heard 
from were fans of proportional rep¬ 
resentation. Michael Kulicki, a grad¬ 
uate student from the University of 
Alberta, argues that proportional 
representation offers no guarantees 
of better representation. He takes 
issue with the assumption that citi¬ 
zens cannot be adequately represent¬ 
ed by elected officials who do not 
represent their own identity group or 
share the same ideological affilia¬ 
tion. 

He remains unconvinced that the 
existing system is dysfunctional and 
that adopting a form of proportional 
representation would go any dis¬ 
tance toward enhancing democratic 
representation in Canada. 

Electoral reform is likely to remain 
a hotly debated issue across Canada 
for some time to come. While 
Ontarians handily rejected the adop¬ 
tion of proportional representation 
in a 2007 referendum, it remains to 
be seen what BC voters will decide. 
It is encouraging however that young 
western Canadians are tackling this 
issue head-on. In Canada West 
Foundation's essay contest, they 
offered useful insights into the 
strengths and weaknesses of our 
current electoral system and have 
made some thought provoking sug¬ 
gestions for reform. 

Indeed youth isn't wasted on the 
young - they have good ideas and 
fresh approaches to old public policy 
problems. We discovered that all you 
need to do is ask them.

George Bernard Shaw once wrote 
that youth is wasted on the young. 
He'd obviously never been to west¬ 
ern Canada. When asked their views 
on reforming Canada's electoral sys¬ 
tem, young western Canadians had 
plenty to say. 

The issue of electoral reform in 
Canada is a tricky one, as evidenced 
by the fact that we've been debating 
it for years, with very little to show 
for it. And western Canada has been 
the source of much discussion about 
the merits and challenges of elec¬ 
toral reform in Canada. Perhaps it is 
no surprise then, that when we 
asked post-secondary students in the 
West to weigh in on this subject, they 
offered some thoughtful advice. 

Every year, the Canada West 
Foundation hosts an essay contest 
for post-secondary students, asking 
their views on the pressing public 
policy issues of the day. For this 
year's contest we asked, “Should 
Canada adopt a system of propor¬ 
tional representation?” Graduate and 
undergraduate students told us with 
rare exception that Canada's elec¬ 
toral system is flawed, and that some 
form of proportional representation 
should be incorporated into our 
democratic process. Students dif¬ 
fered with respect to the specifics of 
how this could best be done - from 
suggestions that the Senate be elect¬ 
ed by proportional representation to 
ideas about how to elect a portion of 
the House of Commons through 
adopting a single transferable voting 
system. But ultimately, proportional 
representation was overwhelmingly

A Didsbury 4-11 member has been selected 
by 4-H Alberta to be among its Ambassadors, 
representing the organization at national 
events.

smoke even faster given similar circumstances. At 
this point, all I could see was Schaffer’s white helmet 
bobbing up and down as he spoke. 

Fire crews were then sent in to do a search. 
Because visibility was limited to well, nothing, they’re 
forced to search for victims by keeping one hand on a 
wall at all time; one time through with their right hand 
on a wall and another using their left. 

After being found, we were accompanied outside 
the smoky house where we took the gear off. Even 
though the temperature was only about 17 C that day, 
by the time I got out of the house I was burning up 
(figuratively of course) and sweating due to all the 
gear. I couldn’t imagine the heat of being inside an 
actual burning building—all the more reason why fire¬ 
fighters deserve our gratitude. 

Following the exercise it was time for the main 
attraction as the house was set ablaze (as many resi¬ 
dents probably noticed). Even from a distance of 
about 100 metres, the heat was intense enough to 
leave me with bums similar to sunburn on my arms 
and face—lesson learned. 

The department is always looking for property own¬ 
ers with abandoned buildings to offer them up for 
similar exercises. Owners ..re encouraged to contact 
the department at (403)337-3341. 


Much to my surprise it wasn’t the giant oxygen tank 
that bogs you down as you move about - it's the boots, 
which feel like lead weights on your feet. 

After dressing in the basics of the outfit, it was time 
for the oxygen tank and accompanying mask—and 
yes they’re as uncomfortable as they look. I'm tempt¬ 
ed to say that nothing is more irritating than the 
sound of air rushing in and out of your mask as you 
inhale and exhale. 

Each of the tanks has an accompanying safety fea¬ 
ture that sounds an alarm if the firefighter hasn’t 
moved for several seconds. This is a crucial safety 
feature that notifies firefighters if one of their own is 
unconscious or trapped. However, for those of us not 
trapped under debris it means you’re performing a 
variation of the chicken dance as you wiggle your hips 
to turn the alarm off every time you stand still too 
long. 

When I entered the home there was no ventilation in 
the building, meaning no windows or doors were 
open. Only a couple of minutes after the smoke 
bombs were deployed there was enough smoke to 
force me to the floor to start crawling. No more than 
three or four minutes later it was so smoky I couldn’t 
see my hand in front of my face. 

Fire Chief Thane Schaffer explained that in a real 
scenario the house could have easily filled with

One of the perks of being a reporter is that you’re 
always being offered opportunities to take part in 
experiences many people will never have the chance 
to engage in. 

Last Saturday, the C’arstairs Volunteer Fire 
Department held a training exercise at a rural proper¬ 
ty west of town. The exercise allowed new and inex¬ 
perienced department members to feel the heat of a 
live fire situation. I was fortunate to be offered a 
chance to take part in the experience. 

The setting was a small, abandoned bungalow, com¬ 
plete with all the comforts of home including furni¬ 
ture and kitchen appliances—in other words, a whole 
buffet of potential fire hazards. 

Exercises centered around a carbon monoxide 
threat, unknown smoke incidents, electrical fires, and 
of course an all out house inferno. 

My exercise was simple: suit up, head into the 
smoky house and observe as members sift through 
the haze looking for victims. 

First on the checklist was the gear, which is as 
heavy to wear as it looks. The boots, gloves, pants, 
coat and helmet cost more than $2,000 for a complete 
set.

May Monarch 
raising money 
for grad, school

Ixxal residents may have noticed Didsbury High School 
students and staff hard at work throughout the communi¬ 
ty last week collecting bottles, painting fences, doing 
roadside cleanup and other odd jobs. 

The flurry of activity was part of the school’s annual 
May Monarch fundraiser, an annual contest that pits each 
of the four grades against one another in a (mostly) 
friendly competition to raise money for various school 
programs and activities. 

Once the total amount collected by each grade is count¬ 
ed, representatives from the winning grade are crowned 
May king and queen. 

According to DHS vice-principal Curtis Dick, the event 
helps to teach the students responsibility. 

“The whole idea is to get kids.. taking on that responsi¬ 
bility so they’re looking after other students in their grade 
to work,” he said. 

Because of the competitive nature of the fundraiser, 
each grade is very secretive about where it will be going 
and what it will be doing. 

“It’s one of those hush-hush things," noted Dick, under¬ 
scoring his point by adding cryptically that “two grades as 
well as Sundre High School are doing a big job out west.” 

A quarter of the money raised is contributed towards 
offsetting the costs of graduation activities. 

“That’s that much less money that the parents have to 
scrape together,” Dick notes. 

A further 20 per cent is put into athletics programs and 
$ 1,000 of the total is given out each year as a scholarship 
to a graduating student. 

“It’s become very effective,” said Dick of the May 
Monarch initiative, which raised about $20,000 for the 
school last year. 

“When I started here in fall 2004, previous fundraisers 
had [raised) roughly between three and four thousand 
dollars," said Dick. “My first year here, it jumped up to 
$18,000.. (and) it’s been as high as $28,000.”
